The Estimateai 



The Estimates of Eevenuo and Ex- 
penditure for tho currout fiscal year 
wore Bubmittod to tiio Legislative 
Council, by the Hon Mr Hanlcin, Pre- 
Biding Member, in a lucid aud appro- 
priate speech, on Friday, Regarding 
thorn as a whole, one finds little cause 
for oongratnlation. lodood it is impoB- 
giblo to avoid a feeling of diHappoint- 
mont. CompariDg tbem with those of 
provioas yoara odg is almost led to 
think that the 'Queen's Printers' might 
have saved fresh solting, simply nllor- 
iog dates. The whole thing is stero- 
typed, as is the oiaase -in' the speech 
which informs the people that tho eBti- 
mates baVe been {irtipaiod with the 
BtricteBt regard to 'echnomy. In bo far 
as the Civil List is concerned there is 
neither reduction nor nmalgamfttion. 
The Government presente it^el^' once 
more in all its wonted pi otborio phalanx 
and, with .stereotyped and'iinrneaoing 
assorancer of economy, asks lor the 
'Supplies.' The Brttimntes have evi- 
dently been framed icith the advice of 
the Executive Council. What aboiii 
Iho popular members of that body 
Did they^^'wilh befitiinp amiability, 
BanctiOD iiTthd Bxecttiive figures which, 
in past limes, erOked I heir opposition 
in another Council ? Passing the ovtr- 
lastirg civil army, and looking at tho 
items of appropriation fir public works, 
<fco, one « xperienccs a sense tf relief in 
discovering an improved cor.diiion of 
things. Instead of vague lunip^sumB 
to be spent in any way or not at all, at 
the caprice of tho Executive, we Imvo 
specilio sums lor specific objects. What 
will interest our readers most, under the 
head of 'iloada, Streets, and Bridges' 
we fiad/iamongtt oiber items, the fol- 
lowing :— Yale and Clinton road, 
000; Clinton and Camorontown road. 
815,000; Douglas and Clintou road, 
$1000; Hope— liootenay trail, §2500; 
iiurrard Inlet road, S3000; Now West- 
minuter— Yale sleigh road,$lG50, New 
Westminster roads, §300; Liiiooet—Lji- 
ton trail $1500; Cariboo District trails, 
82000; EcquimaltR^ad. S:350; Victoria 
District roads §1500; Victoria — Mot- 
chosin road, §1000; Saauioh, §1500, 
Cowichan, SIOOO; NahaiittO,'$60(V Sjoke 
$300; Comox, $300; ^ 'Inf "addition to 
these ibe Hdad Talz collected in Van> 
coavcf Island (amounting to §5500) 
is to be spent in tho various Districts in 
■which collected, These sums are uii- 
(^cnbtedly small, some of them ridicu- 
lously Bo; yet' thjBt'e'lfj'at least some vir- 
tue in tho Bpeoificnoss wUli' which they 
are set forth. But what ot tho Eagle 
Pass route ? Are we still to bo cut off 
from our Southern goM field ? And 
what about 'The Sisters' ? Are tliese 
adamantine marine monsters still to 
threaten i^fqlractjon; to lifoand .properi} ? 
Is the eriiire tra'SJe^of 'tbe interior to bo 
imperiled another season for tho trifling 
matter of some four or five thousand 
dollari'? Tho Legislutivo Council will 
bo called upon to supply an answer. 
Turning to the gross items ot revenue 
and expenditare,' w.e ideteot onu 
wholesonae feature. The revonae for tlio 
year has been estimated upon no sup- 
posititiouB increase, but rather in tho 
light of last year's decrease; and tho 
estimated expenditure is kept below 
the estimated revenue by §24,015. This 
principle^ 'tias.";b80o adopted none too 
Boon. With IHe aimost'b'ertain prospect 
of a considerable increase of population 
and, consequently, of revenue, we may 
hope r>r a handsomo surplus at the end 
of tho year. It ban been already inii' 
mated that the Eatimaleu will causo 
mocb diiBjpppintmeQt, in so far as the 
expense of conduoling tho6overnmeni< is 
concerned. Tho people were iud to ex- 
pect a cousiderable moasuro of re- 
■ trenchueut at tho hands of tho now 
GoverniJi. Tlioy wore induced to be- 
lieve that a man possefisod of so much 
vigor and pi anieal ability would be ea- 
abied to condu-t iho public sorvico 
•with fewer beads <in[i fewer tails, and 
thai no inconhiderau,, would have 
been diverted from ti-, awollen stnuun 
of exponrCB into tlio hii.„rto driod up 
channels of roproduclivo ..^po ,ditii:c. 
Once again, however, has 
pectaiioifb^ion disappoiuled. jq,,,^^ 
to beju^t to tho Executive would .„jyyy 
ua to look fur :ui explanation in ihL„[^^ 
cum-tance of the prusumed iinnjinenv., 
ot a groat political change. It i-i not 
impossible thai Hla BxcoUonoy, regard- 
ing Coufoderalion as close at hand, 
may deem it inadvisable to disturb a 
condition of things so so' n to be radi- 
cally afiooiod by tho larger chanj^o. 
l^or can it bo denied llmt there is 
reason in this view; although wu wero 
led to expect a different policy. It 
woald be very aof>aliBfactory to find 
-pttMel^S a 'yfeir h'dnce without either 
(Oonfed'eralion or relreiiclunout. The 
people might bo in H')mo diui;,'Or of .suu> 
peeling that the qoostion ot Confodora- 
tion was being employed to ward off 
reironobment. While giving tho Gov- 
«roor the Inlleat'credit for oarnestness 
and Bfocerlty'lH - promoting the early 
' oOnBOmmation ot union, and while linii- 
ly believing thai H cannot be t^ir oil', 
yet wo would warn tho Executive as u 
wholo against imparling to the doable 
q.iosiion of Confederation and rotrench- 
uiont tho complexion wo have hinted 
at tho possibility of its assuming under 
circamstancos ot continued delay. In 
view of the explanation rolerred to, 
public opinion will doublle8^ Hiuspend itn 
verdict for iho present; but only to bo 
rendered with r«doublod weight in tho 
event ot oamalalive mi»priBon.

Id (ipcakiog ot^tbo cbaracler of tbe country, 
wo toprodooe thaopinioDS of most of tha H 
fi Co's employes who have resided ia it. lu 
general it somewhat resembles tbe oonotry 
In 'tba 1 vicinity of, QoesDelmouib-7-tblckly 
wooded, bat riot diflioolt to travel through, 
being free from high mbontaia^. A oon-< 
linuoua chain ol. lake and river ikavigation, 
allowing boats of five tons oapanity, enables 
tho traveler t^i go from Uuooelmouth to 
Lako Tuilab, forty miles Irom Ihe diggings, 
without trouble or inconvenience. There 
is said 10 be soma arable land abont Ihe 
lakfcs and rivers, bttt ho great quantity west 
ot Ihe Booky Mountains. 'Ibe country 
tbrongbout is abundantly eoppliod with 
game and fisb of every de?oription. Tbe 
Indians ara not^.namerous and always have 
evinced a friendly diaposiiion and a readi- 
neaa to asaist tbe whites in tho capacity of 
guides, packers, etc. 

Tbe^qlioiate^ is spoken of by tba samo 
autbojriii^s^B jielbg .very fiaa and free from 
tha extremes of aold and beat. Tbe winter 
is'said to set in gradually by tbs end ol Go- 
tober, and is entirely over by tbe beginning 
of April, tbo altitude being 2110 feat below 
tbat uf (Joriboo Tbe U b Co'a ajeots as a 
rulo d'spatcU iboir Koason's oolloction of lurs 
by boats from that seclicB on 15tb April of 
euch year, the country being theo quite open.
